| indice and diflervice; We have thought fit by rhis Our Proclamation, to Publiſh and Declare 
Our Will and Pleaſure to be; And We do hereby fraitly Charg and Command all Sheriffes,and Eſcheators of Counties, 
Cities, and Townes Corporate, Receivers, Bayliffs of Liberties, and all ocher Accomprants, as alſoall Our Fee-Far- 
mers, Farmers of Recuſants Lands, and Tenants who hold of Us in Capite by Kmgbts-ſerpice, or other Services, 
that they forthwichtake notice of this Our Proclamation, andeirher in their own Perſons, or by ſome others whom 
they ſhall appoint, { according as it hath bin heretofore uſed by chem reipeQtively ) maketheir appearance at Our 
Court of Exchequer at Oxford, in Eaſter Terme next, ( where they ſhall inde Officers and Clarkes appointed for the 
diſpatchof Our affaires and buſines , in and concerning the Premiſes, accordingtothe ancienranduſuall courſe of 
Our ſaid Court;) aud then and there to recurne their ſeyerall Proces, formerly iſſued out unto them ourof Our ſaid. 
Court, and be appoſed, charged, and finiſh their Accompts,and pay Us Our duties,and dolls alf other Services as ſ[e- 
yerally and relpeCtively, they and every ofthem oghtto have done, at or hefore thetime herein limited, under pain 
of Our high Diſpleaſure; As alſo luch other paviſhments,vwhich by the Lawes of this Kingdom, may be inflicted up- 
on them for their negle& or contempt herein; Letting them know We cannot eſteem them well affeRed to Us, who 
ſhall, under any excule, pretence, or colour whatloever;negied their known Duties, wherein Our Rights,and Pro- 
fits are ſo much concerned. And hereof none, whom it may concerne;areto faile,as they ref pect their own indemni- 


ty, and deſire to preſerve a good opinion in Us of their integrity. Given at Our Court at Ox 0 0, the 25. of March 
is the Twentieth year of Our Raigne.
